honor to the memory of the late General 

ILLIAM H. Cano. The meeting was 
well attended, composed of our oldest 
and most respectable citizens. It was a just 
tribute of respect and affection to the memory 
of a man who at one time commanded a 
greater influence thar any one man in Mem- 
phis, General CARROLL was born in Nash- 
ville, Davidson county, and was in his fifty- 
second year at the time of his death. He was 
the son of Governor CARROLM, forty 
years ago occupied a conspicuous place in the 
affections of the people of Tennessee, on ac- 
count of his gallantry as a soldier, his 
lofty patriotism and his exalted statesman- 
ship. General WILIA H. 
moved to Memphis over twenty years 
since, and at once took a high stand 
as a useful citizen aud a high toned gen- 
tieman. We have known him intimately for 
the last twelve years, and although there was 
much antagonism between us on the subject 
of Btate and National politics, our friendship 
was lutimate, cordial and unbroken. So few 
were the vices that shaded his many virtues, 


permit them to detract or disfigure those traits 
whieh bespeak nobility of nature, the social 
companion and the finn friend. General 
UARROLL had many excellent qualities which 
endeared him to all, and will keep his mem- 
ory fresh in the hearts of those who knew 
him. He was charitable in the construc- 
tion of the motives of men and reluctant 
to say or do anything that savored of un- 
kindness. Indeed, his heart overflowed with 
kindness to his fellow men, with charity to 
their faults, and with sympathy for their 
sufferings. His popularity and his tempera- 
ment made him a politician, and he was ever 
the idol of his party, He worked for the 
cause he espoused and for its champions with 
a zeal and energy that generally com- 
manded success, He was an independent 
thinker, and ever uttered the honest convic- 
tions of his mind regardless as to who might 
differ with him. He was a bold, braye, in- 
tlexable apostle in the faith which he held. 
He said nothing but what be thought, and 
thought nothing that did not find atterance, | 4 
and he was ready at all times to defend with 
his life the honest sentiments of his honest 
heart, In every position he occupied—in all 


Which he passed ng werd of suspicion was 
ever breathed against his integrity. 
The party to which he belonged 
made no movement in the State with 
out consulting him,. Indeed, he was the first 
to act and to suggest to his friends how to 
move. General CAR ROLL died an exile from 
the land of his birth and the home of his 
youth, but he was an exe without a 
crime. He was consistently and eonscien- 
tiously an ingraned Union man, but when he 
saw the country 1 in civil. war, his 
own. noble and generous instincts 
prompted him to take sides with his own 
people, On aecount of bia known U 
he Was no favorite with 
erate Government; 4 he was appointed a 
Brigadier General, stationed at Knox- 
ville. His course toward the 
Union men of East Tennessee offended the 
Secretary of War at Richmond, and Genera) 
CARROLL, seyerely rebuked for his 
jeniency. owever, in the discharge of posi- 
tive, peremptory and inexorable orders, he 
was forced to execute two bridge burn- 
ers. For this, offense he was in- 
dicted and forced to flee the State 
and to seek n home in a foreign}: 
land. But it was a remarkable coincident 
that on the
